Arrival of Steamer Maria Burt. 

INTERESTING NEWS FROM MEXICO, 

The U. S. steamer Maria Burt, arrived last even- 
ing from Vera Cruz, whence she sailed on the 5th 
inst. The news communicated by C'apt. Tucker, of 
the Virginia, and by our own correspondent in re- 
gard to this vessel, would appear to be authentic. 

By the Maria Burt we have received letters and 
papers from the city of Mexico to the 27lh of Nov. 
The most interesting matter referred to in them is, 
by far, the arrests ot Worth, Pillow, and Duncan. 

It appears that Gen. Twiggs was to have coine 
down with the train from Mexico, leaving on the 2d 
or 3 I inst., but, in consequence of the arrest of Gen. 
Worth, he was detained. 

The occupation of Mazatlau and Guay mas by our 
nai.il forces is mentioned elsewhere. From Lower 
California the dates are to the 3d of October. The 
Mexicans claim an advantage over a party of Ameri- 
cans which landed at Mu lege, fought all day, ami 
finally embarked again. The Mexicans claim a vic- 
tory. We do not well understand the affair, but 
have no idea of their winning victories from our 
sailors. 

Our correspondent alludes to a protest by the 
English ( xovernment against, forced loans from Eng- 
lish residents m Mexico. The North American of 
the JGlh uit. has the following article on the sub- 
ject: 

“By the arrival from Queretaro yesterday, a com- 
munication was received from the English Secretary 
of Legation, Mr. Thornton, covering a protest from 
Lord Palmerston, British Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
against the forcible levying of taxes upon English 
residents in Mexico to support the war with the 
United States. These levies were made some six 
months since, and the English residents petitioned 
against it. Tin- English Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs responds in language that will not be mistaken 
by the Mexican Government.” 

The officers of his division have given General 
Twiggs a splendid dinner. 

By this arrival we have copious letters from our 
correspondent in Mexico and in (ien. Patterson’s j 
train. Through the detention of the Marin Burt I 
much of the information in them is necessarily anti- 
cipated, but there is much besides entirely new to 
us: 

Mexico, Nov. 20, 1847. 

A correspondent of El Monitor, writing from Quer- 
etaro, says that the greater part of the Governors o' 
the different States were present at the seat of gov- 
ernment, and that with one exception (the Governor | 
of San Luis,) they were unanimous in favor of j 
peace. The sessions were soon to commence, and i 
President Anaya proposes that no line of policy on | 
the subject should be followed, except such as the | 
States suggest, in order to get at once at the national 
will. 

General Eustamente has been nominated by the 
Supreme Government, general-in-chief of the army 
of reserve, and commandant-general of the State. 
His predecessor, Guiterrez, is second in command, 
and Gortizer next. 

El Monitor of to-day, commenting upon the an- 
nouncement of Santa Anna, that he had placed him- 
self at the head of an armed force for tiie purpose of 
preventing any negotiations fur peace while the 
Americans occupied Mexican territory, discredits the 
statement, and says that he (Santa Anna) opened 
the door for negotiation himself, and that, if he op- 
poses Congress in the consummation of peace, he 
will be pulling down with one hand what he had 
constructed with the other. The paragraph appear- 
ed in El Progresso, published in Guanajuato, arid I 
should think that by this time the editor of El Mon- 
itor had become sutiiciently acquainted with Santa 
Anna's thirst for power not to be surprised at any 
measures he might take to secure it. 

November 23. — The Star of this morning pub- 
lishes the celebrated letter of “Veritas,” from the 
Washington Union. It is universally believed here 
that “Veritas” must he a twin brother of “Leonidas,” 
il he he not one and the same person. 

Gen. Herrera had been attacked by a new dis- 
ease, and it was thought that he would not survive. 
This is a matter of regret to all well wishers of Mex- 
ico. News had been received at Queretaro by ex- 
press, that the Americans had taken possession of 
the port of Muzatlan with fourshipsof war. It ap- 
pears to be generally credited, and El Monitor says 
it aggravates “in an extraordinary manner our despe- 
rate situation.” Government has issued a circular 
asking resources from the States. Rosa continues 
to discharge the duties of Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry. and there appears to be some difficulty in filling 
the vacancy. Gamboa had brought forward his 
charges of treason against Santa Anna in a new 
form, and Otero had also impeached Romero on ac- 
count of his proceedings as minister of justice to- 
wards the growers of tobacco. Santa Anna’s par- 
tizans were busy at the capital working against Pre- 
sident Anaya, and clamoring for the restoration of 
their chief to the command of the army. The Pre- 
sident, however, does not appear to heed them, and 
some of his late nominations are especially distaste- 
ful to them — Rosa is particularly the object of their 
hatred. 

By the last news from Chihuahua, I see that they 
apprehend another invasion of that State by the 
Americans. The Governor writes that he is pre- 
pared to meet the “detested invaders.” Another 
marauding party of Indians had made their appear- 
ance in Durango, armed with rilles and pikes. 

There has been a minor in town for several days 1 
past that the partisans of Santa Anna had withdrawn 
from Congress, in compliance with the instructions of 
their chief, for the purpose of forcing that body to dis- ’ 
solve, not having a quorum. Their ostensible reason ! 
is tliui they were enraged at the non-success ofCum- 
plido in reaching the Presidency. This rumor has 
been gaining strength, and the Monitor, of this morn- 
ing, refers to it as being true, and threatens to pub- 
lish the names of the seceders. some of whom, it says, 
are now actually in this city. I hear, also, from a 1 
private source, that as soon us Anaya found out their 
object he expressed his determination to arrest the 1 
delinquent members and compel them to attend to 
their duties, in consequence of which some of them 
left Queretaro in a hurry. These partisans of Santa 1 
Anna belong to the Puro party, and are for war to 1 
the knife. All the Puros. however, are not Santa ' 
Anna men, and there are some persons here who as- 1 
sert that the reason they opposed the peace proposi- 
tions is that they desire to keep the American unity 
in the country until they can establish the Govern- 
ment upou a firm basis. In fact, I have been told 
that many of the Pure deputies have written to their 
friends here, staling that this was their only reason ; 
for opposing a treaty of peace. 1 

El Moreliano, of the 18th publishes an extract of 
a letter from New Mexico, which states that the 
Americans had received a reinforcement of 600 men, 1 
making their entire force 1,700. They had a large < 
amount of rations and munitions of war, and were 1 
drilling the recruits. The letter also states lhat i 
3,000 Americans were on their march to occupy Chi- 
hauhua. t 

On the 19th ult., a corvette and frigate of the | 
United States navy entered the port of Guaymas, i 
demanding a surrender of the place. The com- I 
mander of the forces writes to the Governor of So- 
nora that in order to prevent the horrible conse- i 
quences of a bombardment he hud concluded to re- 
move his forces to Bocachibaiubo, out of reach of 
the guns, and there make a stand, although he does i 
not seem to think it would be a successful oue. — 1 1

Mexico, Nov. 25, 1847. 

The mail !roin the interior last evening brought 
papers from Guadalajara, Morelia, and Guanajuato, 
ol late dates, but they contain nothing of interest. 
Most of the papers are down upon Santa Anna in 
severeterms tor his conduct in declaring himselt de- 
termined to oppose negotiations for peace. El Pro- 
gresso, of Guanajuato, is absolutely savage in its de- ^ 
nunciations, and declares that he should be made 
to answer with his head for his treason. A few 
short months ago, these same editors were fawning 
upon the “Hero of San Jacinto” with sickening 
sycophancy. How true it is that success is the test 
of merit. 

A communication was received from Queretaro 
yesterday from the English secretary of legation, 
Mr. Thornton, covering a protest from Lord Palmer- 
ston against the forcible levying of taxes upon Eng- 1 
lish residents in Mexico to support the war with the 
United State.

He 
is said to be a partisan of Santa Anna, whose finger | 
is plainly to be seen in this. The sacrament of the ! 
Holy Ghost has been administered to Gen. Herrera, 
from which I would infer that there is no hope of’ 
his recovery. 

The Difficulty is the Army. — The difficulty 
| among prominent officers of our army appears to 
' have been quite as serious as was represented. We 
i publish here the orders of Gen. Scott reflecting upon 
i the officers who were said to be under arrest. They 
j betray no little temper — perhaps we should say, 
acerbity of temper:

The following regulation has been received from 
the War Department:

The President of the United States directs that 
paragraph 650 of the General Regulations for the 
army, established on the 1st of March, 1825. and not 
included among those published January 25,1841, 
be now published, and that its observance as a part j 
of the general regulations be strictly enjoined upon :

The following is the paragraph of the general reg- 
ulations for the army, established on the 1st of March, 
1825, referred to above: 

“650. Private letters or reports relative to military | 
marches and operations, are frequently mischievous j 
in design, and always disgraceful to the army. They j 
are, therefore, strictly forbidden; and any officer ; 
found guilty of making such report for publication, i 
without special permission, or of placing the writing i 
beyond his control, so that it finds its way to the 
press, within one month after the termination of the 
campaign to which il relates, shall be dismissed from 
the service.”

A Home Department — Commerce among the 
Status. — T he proposition introduced by Mr. Vinton, 
of Ohio, into the Hou>e ot Representatives, to make 
a distinction between foreign and domestic com- 
merce. and to assign a separate committee to each, 
will result, we sincerely trust, in the establishment 
of a Home Department at Washington. That it 
has not been effected before is most extraordinary. 
The committee on commerce as now constituted, 
confine their labors and investigations to foreign 
commerce exclusively. Why such is the fact, we 
know not, unler- it is determined that trade within 
the United States, or between the States, is not 
commerce! The commerce among the States is 
greater, immeasurably, than our foreign commerce, 1 
and is yet in it> infancy. Never before was there a 
country possessing such facilities as ours for internal 
trade. A Home Department is necessary to watch 
over, to bister, and protect this vast and growing in- 
terest. 

It w ill strike the common sense of the people, , 
tiiat a man who is trading between the States, is 
quite as much entitled to the protection of the Gov- 1 
eminent, as one engaged in foreign trade: yet the 
action of the Government has given protection only | 
to those engaged in foreign trade. 

The proposition of Mr. Vinton, gave rise to a very 
animated debate, in which several “strict construe- 1 
tioiiists,” participated. Pending the discussion, the 
President sent to the House, a message giving his 
reasons for vetoing the River and Harbor hill of last 
session. This brought Mr. Vinton out in an able 
speech, in which he took bold ground in favor of In- 
temul Improvements by the General Government. 
This question may. therefore, be now considered as 
fairly beiore Congress, and its fate will no doubt he 
settled by the action of the House upon the propo- 
sition of Mr. Vinton. 

Under what authority the President communica- 
ted 1. s message to the House of Representatives, 
w e are at a loss to conceive. The bill which he re- 
fused to sign, was passed by the 29th Congress — the 
present Congress cannot engage in any legislation 
having reference to that bill. The motive of the 
President is very manifest. Ho desired to get his 
views on the subject before the House and the 
country — lie wanted his friends to have the official 
cur. and although it was nothing upon which the 
H iuse could act. it w as, us w as remarked by a dem- 
ocratic member, “something which would act on the 
House.” To what extent it will act on the House 
remains yet to be seen. The vast and rapidly grow- 
ing commerce of the Lakes, and the Mississippi, 
and its tributaries, demand the attention and care of 
the General Government, and we were led by the 
great demonstration at Chicago, and at other points, 
to hope and believe a brighter day w as dawning for 
those important interests. It is now a war between 
the w ill of the President and that of the People, and 
we shall see how far the Democracy of the West 
and South will disregard the latter. 

The clause «f the Federal Constitution which 
gives Congress the power “to regulate commerce 
with Foreign Nations,” authorizes the same pow- 
er to regulate the commerce “among the several 
States. " It the improvement of Harbors necessary 
to the safety of our foreign commerce is authorized 
by the Constitution, certainly the improvement oi 
Harbors essential to the safety of the commerce 
‘•among the States," is not inhibited; and the same 
construction which justifies the one, justifies the 
other.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Saturday, Jan. 1. — Continued. 

The Speaker on being conducted to the chair, ad- 
dressed tiie House nearly us follows: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I know not how to express to you the feelings of 
obligation which 1 am under for the vote which has 
just been announced. Words are incapable of ex- 
pressing tiie feelings of gratitude with which I am 
overpowered by this manifestation of your confi- 
dence. It is needless to remark that I assume the 
chair with a distrustful diffidence of my ability to 
discharge its duties. I can only hope by an earnest 
and faithful devotion totheduties appertaining to my 
portion, to supply the deficiency in my knowledge 
and experience of parliamentary usage. I am fully 
sensible of the responsibilities as well as the honors 
w hich surround the presiding officer of this house. 

Of the members collectively, I must bespeak their 
aid in enforcing the rules of order so necessary in 
preserving the harmony and dignity of all delibera- 
tive bodies, and in the courtesy and kind spirit of 
forbearance which has ever characterized previous 
Legislatures of our State, I have a guaranty of the 
courtesy and generous confidence which will he ex- 
tended to me. I see around me men distinguished 
in the legislative history of the Commonwealth; and 
in the discharge of my duties, I shall draw largely 
upon their great experience and enlightened judg- 
ments, confident that the draft will be cheerfully 
honored. In our labors in this hall, it shall be my 
constant effort to co-operate with you to promote the 
interest of the people, -to add to the lustre of our 
cherished Commonwealth, and to equal the expecta- 
tions. and meet the approbation of this house, will be 
my highest ambition. (Applause.)

To Mr. SMITH — a bill to incorporate the Frank- 
lin Institute in the town of Lancaster; referred. 

To .Mr. WINTERSMITH— a hill to provide for 
taking the depositions of soldiers that are in Mexico; 
referred. 

To Mr. MOORE — a hill for the improvement of 
Crab Orchard and Cumberland Gap Turnpike Road; 
referred. 

A message from the Governor was received and 
rend by the Clerk. 

On motion of Mr. SMITH, 5,000 extra copies 
were ordered to be printed for the use of the mem- 
bers of this House. 

A message from the Governor was received, an- 
nouncing that he had signed certain bills passed last 
session of the General Assembly. 

Mr. HUGHES had leave to introduce a bill for 
the benefit of the Mechanics of Union county; re- 
ferred .
